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Dwygyfylchi is the oldest portion of the village of Pen- 
maenmawr, one of the pleasantest quiet seaside resorts of 
North Wales. It is at the eastern extremity of the valley 
at the foot of the mighty chain of mountains which cul¬ 
minates in Snowdon. At this spot, half buried in trees, 
formerly stood St. Gerynan’s Church, now non-existent. 
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
